We  have  grown  from  2  to  6  acres  of  Danish  cab¬ 
bage  for  market  for  many  years,  and  have  tested 
strains  of  seed  for  16  years. 

We  tested  for  6  years,  side  by  side,  in  the  field,  for 
TONS  PER  ACRE,  practically  all  the  strains  of  Danish 
Ballhead  and  Copenhagen  Market  seed  grown  by  the 
25  largest  Danish  seed  growers,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
season,  weighed  up  the  cabbage  from  each  strain  and 
have  imported  the  highest  yielding  strain  of  each. 

We  did  not  carry  on  the  general  tests  of  Danish 
Ballhead  and  Copenhagen  Market  seed  the  past  year, 
but  have  imported  the  strains  described  below — the 
same  strains  which  we  have  had  for  several  years. 


DANISH  BALLHEAD 


The  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead  which  has  had  the 
highest  yields  in  our  experiment  fields  stood  in  1924  in 
Row  5.

The  cabbage  was  hard  in  all  the  rows,  but  the 
strain  in  Row  5  had  been  bred  up  so  that  under  the 
same  conditions  it  produced  about  40%  more  weight 
of  cabbage  than  the  average  of  the  other  9  strains. 

We  will  call  the  strain  that  stood  in  Row  5 — 
STRAIN  NO.  5. 


The  average  weight  of  the  heads  of  the  39  strains 
tested  in  1922  were  as  follows: 


(The  No.  5  Strain  stood  in  Row  7  in  1922  and  pro¬ 
duced  the  heaviest  cabbage  of  the  39  strains).

We  will  sell  anyone  one  or  more  pounds  of  this 
seed  and  at  the  end  of  the  season,  when  the  cabbage  is 
cut,  if  you  do  not  have  a  heavier  yield  than  any  of  your 
neighbors,  or  if  the  seed  has  not  been  satisfactory  in 
every  way,  we  will  refund  the  $4.00  for  each  pound  of 
seed  you  bought. 

We  ask  no  proof.  Just  your  word. 

We  could  not  sell  seed  this  way  unless  we  were 
confident  our  customers  cannot  get  any  seed  that  will 
produce  as  big  a  crop. 

We  have  been  cabbage  growers,  as  well  as  plant 
growers,  for  over  20  years,  and  we  believe  we  grow  the 
biggest  crops  that  have  ever  been  grown  in  New  Jersey. 

The  fertilizer  on  our  trial  grounds  we  drill  in 
broadcast,  with  a  fertilizer  drill,  across  the  rows,  so 
that  each  strain  shall  have  exactly  the  same  amount  of 
fertilizer. 

We  are  so  well  satisfied  that  there  is  no  other 
strain  of  seed  can  equal  it,  that  we  offer  to  sell  it  to  any 
cabbage  grower,  and  after  he  cuts  his  cabbage  in  the 
Fall,  if  there  is  any  strain  equals  it,  we  will  give  him 
back  his  money. 

That  is  fair. 

We  do  not,  of  course,  guarantee  that  every  man 
can  grow  as  big  a  crop  of  cabbage  as  we  can,  because 
we  have  had  over  20  years  experience  in  growing  cab¬ 
bage. 

We  do  not  guarantee  the  seed  in  any  way  beyond 
the  price  paid  for  the  seed. 

We  plow  down  a  sod  as  early  in  Spring  as  the 
ground  is  in  good  condition,  harrow  both  ways  about 
every  week  to  keep  the  moisture  in  and  kill  the  weeds, 
until  about  the  middle  of  June,  then  crossplow  and  fer¬ 
tilize  pretty  heavily  with  a  complete  fertilizer. 

Harrow  the  fertilizer  in  until  the  harrow  runs  4  or 
5  inches  deep  and  set  the  plants. 

By  the  time  the  plants  are  set  we  have  probably 
harrowed  the  field  15  or  18  times,  have  kept  the  mois¬ 
ture  in  the  ground,  mixed  the  fertilizer  thoroughly  with 
the  soil,  and  killed  practically  all  the  weeds. 


We  cultivate  a  number  of  times  both  ways  and  hoe 

as  needed. 

But  the  frequent  harrowings  have  got  the  ground 
so  clean  and  in  such  good  condition  that  the  plants 
need  little  hoeing. 

After  this  extensive  pre-culture  one  can  always 
go  into  the  cabbage  field,  scrape  off  a  couple  of  inches 
of  the  top  soil,  and  find  the  ground  mellow  and  con¬ 
taining  plenty  of  moisture. 

The  frequent  harrowings  have  kept  the  moisture 
of  the  Spring  in  there  yet. 

If  you  depend  upon  Summer  rains  they  may  not 
come,  but  if  you  conserve  the  moisture  from  the  Spring, 
by  plowing  under  manure  or  sod,  and  harrowing  fre¬ 
quently,  you  have  got  a  sure  thing  as  the  ground  fills  up 
with  water  every  winter. 

We  sow  broadcast  over  the  plants  during  the  grow¬ 
ing  season  Nitrate  of  Soda,  3  or  4  times,  about  100  lbs. 
each  time. 

This  method  produces,  if  you  start  with  the  best 
seed,  about  the  biggest  crop  that  can  be  grown,  though 
manure  and  less  fertilizer  is  good,  if  you  have  it. 

It  is  ruinous  to  try  to  make  money  with  a  poor 
strain  of  seed,  however  good  a  farmer  a  man  may  be.

As  Mr.  Robson’s  letter  was  not  received  until  April 
we  did  not  have  the  seed  to  send  him. 

If  we  remember  right  Mr.  Robson  ordered  30,000 
or  40,000  plants  from  our  No.  11  seed  in  June,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  we  were  sold  out. 

In  February  1924,  he  bought  several  pounds  of  the 
No.  11  seed  and  also  some  of  our  Danish  Ballhead.
